In  many  countries  a  public  education  is  not  provided  by 
taxes  much  less  required  by  law.     Most  children  in  Europe  or 
Asia  would  jump  at  the  chance  to  trade  places  with  you  just 
so  they  might  attend  school,.    They  would  laugh  with  scorn  at 
complaints  about  homework,  book  reports,  math,  problems  and 
other  "inconveniences"  for  they  know  v/hat  it  means  to  face 
life  without  an  education.

Eigh  school  boys  should  know  that  enlistment  in  the 
tegular  Army  effected  before  6  October  194P  entitle  the  veteran 
ifter  discharge,   to  the  educational,   loan  and  readjustment'- 
illowonces  of  Public  Law  346   (0.  I.   Bill  of  Rights).  Congress 
ias  recently  liberalized  the  provisions  of  this  law  b-r  in- 
:rcasing  the  subsi stance  allowance  for  veterans  to  ^65.00  per 
lonth,  while  enrolled  as  students,   and  the  government  guaran- 
me  for  real  estate  loans  to  a  maximum  of  £4,OC0( $8,000  loan). 

An  1G  month  enlistment,  including  six  months  overseas  duty, 
or  24  months  service  in  continental  United  States  entitles  a 
veteran  to  36  months  education  at  government  expense  under 
this  law.

Edgar  Snow 


How  much  d.o  you  know  about  China?     I  confess  I  knew  very 
little  two  weeks  ago.     Today,  however,   I  feel  close  to  our  1 
ally,  China.     I  give  credit  for  this  remarkable  change  to 
Edgar  Snow's  Battle  for  Asia t   in  which  he  has  written  what  he 
learned  about  China  from*  a  lengthy  journey  through  the  land. 

I  think  the  history  of  communism  in  China  made  the  deep- 
est impression  on  my  mind.     I  can't  decide  now  whether  my 
leanings  are  toward  the  Nationalists  or  Communists  in  the  pre- 
sent civil  war.     The  communists  in  China  have  come  the  closest 
to  the  actual ^practice  of  democracy,  and  the  co-operative  sys- 
tem established  by  them  has  proved  very  successful.     Under  this 
arrangement,  everyone  who  workd  in  a  certain  industry  helps 
finance  it  and  then  shares  in  the  profit.     Can  you  think  of  any 
better  way  of  financing  an  industry  without  any  large  capital? 

I  cannot  recommend  this  book  to  anyone  not  interested  in 
the  problems  of  the  Chinese  people  ..^  One  would  have  to  be  genuinely 


interested  in  the  lot  of  the  common  Chinese  peasant  in  order 
to  read  The  Eattle  for  Asia  with  any  sympathy  at  all.  Edgar 
Snow  has  been  able  to  present  a  book  to  the  public  that  inr-~. 
eludes  the  history  of  China  and  is  also  enjoyable  reading. 

An  interesting  fact  concerning  this  book  and  its  author 
is  the  date  of  publication-1941 .     Snow  did  not.  know  the  United 
States  would  be  at  war  with  Japan  before  the  end  of  the  year. 
He  often  spoke  of  a  non-agression  pact  with  Japan  and  even 
outlined  a  plan  of  his  own  for  keeping  out  of  the  war.     As  we 
all  know  now,  no  such  plan  was  successful. 

I  only  wish  there  were  more  books  such  as  this  giving  the 
true  facts  about  a  country  that  has,   for  a  long  time,  t-  qT\  com- 
pletely misunderstood  and  I  can  truthfully  say  I  enjoyed  The 
Eattle  for  Asia  even  though  It  was  as  involved  as  a  history 
book,

The  Wonders  of  Chemistry 

A  chemistry  professor  was  having  an  argument  with  his 
class.
